Present  iTQf  tiTentieth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  hygiene  of  the 
Rcura  Distric-c  for  the  year  I966.  This  report  has  been  planned  on  similar  lines 
to  those  of  previous  years  to  confom  vith  the  Ministry  of  Health  reciuirements. 

Population 

Tlie  Registrar  General  in  his  mid  jeex  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
Deben  R^al  District  gives  a figure  of  3S,860  persons.  It  is  interesting  to 
rec^l  thao  in  ny  first  Annual  Report  for  I947  the  population  for  that  vear  uas 
24,410  so  tnat  in  20  years  the  population  has  grovra  to  be  half  as  big  again  as 
It  .7as  in  tnose  days.  This  steady  increase  shovs  no  signs  of  sloping  dor/n,  and, 
except  for  possible  boundary  alterations,  nay  uell  accelerate  in  gro-nth.  It 
much  of  this  steady  increase  is  due  to  iimigration  into 

■Che  disxrict.

causes  of  death  shoms  once  again  that  those  diseases 
^^.oc^^^oed  uion  rhe  xieart  and  circulatory  system  ’vero  the  main  causes.  In 
s.aroicular  coronary  disease  and  angina  increased  from  66  in  I965  to  87  in  I966. 
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’Tile  second  main  .group,  as  in  previous  years  uas  the  malignant  diseases. 
Here  there  mas  a definite  increase  from  56  in  I965  to  73  in  I966.  This  figure 
is  the  highest  for  any  year  for  which  I have  records. 

'There  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  infective  causes  nor  anj'’  maternal 
deaths  from  causes  associated  with  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

Accidents  continued  to  take  their  toll  but  shov;ed  no  increase  over 
recent  years.  — 

Infantile  deaths  numbered  12  and  those  all  occurred  in  the  first  week  of 
life.  The  largest  single  cau.se  was  prematurity. 

Notifiable  Disease 


'The  time  is  long  overdue  for  a reassessment  of  the  list  of  diseases  which 
require  statutory  notification.  Times  have  che.nged  over  the  years  and  nan^'' 
of  the  diseases  on  the  list  have  ceased  to  be  public  health  problems,  Tvo  random 
examples  are  erysipelas  and  pneumonia,  dven  measles  with  its  headlong  rampage 
tlirough  the  young  of  the  community  every  two  years  scarcely  warrants  the  time 
and  trouble  taken  by  notification. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  not  a few  conditions  which  could  with  advantage 
be  included  for  one  reason  or  another.  Rubella  or  Gorman  Measles,  which  if 
contracted  by  a woman  in  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy  can  cause  permanent 
damage  to  the  offspring,  could  well  be  notified  so  that  all  possible  procaiitions 
might  be  taken.  Another  disease  where  notification  might  help  is  Tetanus. 

East  Anglia  is  proverbially  a part  of  the  country  with  a tetanus  risk  but  the 
evidence  for  this  is  scanty  as  we  simjply  do  not  know  how  many  cases  occur.  In  this 
connection  however  the  use  of  triple  aiitigen  to  ii'muinise  in  infancy  will  afford  some 
protection  to  that  section  of  the  population. 

Ihjring  I966  the  number  of  notifications  received  was  111  of  vdiich  66  were 
of  measles.  I966  w'as  not  a 'kioasles  year"  so  a much  larger  number  ’was  to  be 
anticipated  in  I967  (this  at  the  time  of  writing  is  proving  to  be  the  case). 
iLinunisation  against  m.easles  is  still  undergoing  trials  and  there  is  as  yet  no 
unanimity  of  opinion  regarding  its  use  but  I feel  it  is  safe  to  say  that  with 
a shorter  or  a longer  jJGriod  it  will  become  routine. 

Dysentery  produced  two  small  outbreaks  during  the  year.  The  first  v/ith  5 
cases  was  in  the  Spring  and  the  second  with  18  cases  started  late  in  October  and 
was  still  running  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Both  outbreaks  appear  to  ha.ve  been 
imported  from  outside  the  district. 

Fonjc  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  also  reported  during  the  year  ¥;hich  were 
fully  investigated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Outbreaks  of  this  kind  serve  as 
a constant  reminder  that  the  highest  possible  standards  in  the  handling  of  food 
from  the  producer  via  the  wholesaler  and  retailer  to  the  consumer  cannot  be 
overemphasised. 
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It  is  unfortunate  that  the  nost  elaborate  system  of  hygienic  food  handling 
can,  by  the  ignorance  or  thoughtlessness  of  a single  person,  be  completely 
nullified.  ‘Tlie  remedy  lies  in  supervision  and  education  of  the  food  handlers  so 
that  they  all  understand  their  responsibilities. 

During  the  year  the  niimber  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  register  fell  from 
a total  of  158  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  to  137  at  the  end.  Of  the  28  cases 
removed  from  the  list  25  uere  regarded  as  recovered  from  the  disease.

On  1st  April  1966  this  Authority  transferred  to  the  Ipswich  Corporation 
7ater  Undertaking  its  functions  and  responsibilities  as  a public  utility. 

It  is  not  possible  therefore  to  give  a detailed  report  as  in  previous  years 
concerning  the  supply to  the  District.  I hope  that  this  transfer  will  not  allow  the 
question  of  the  low  fluoride  content  to  be  forgotten.  Tliis  lack  of  mineral  content 
co’ald,  of  course,  be  easily  remedied  and  such  a measure  has  the  supj)ort  of  the 
ministry  of  Health.  Unfortunately  the  County  Council  as  the  local  Health 
Authority  does  not  take  the  same  view. 

Fluoridation  in  a situation  of  this  type  has  been  shown  to  provide  a high 
degree  of  protection  to  childrens'  teeth  without  undesired  side  effects.  Indeed 
it  has  now  been  thought  in  some  quarters  that  it  has  in  addition  a beneficial 
effect  on  the  health  and  strength  of  the  adult  skeletal  system  in  general.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  before  this  valuable  measure  is  made 
available , 
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^Sanpling  of  water  iron  both  nains  supply  and  fron  private  wells  has 
continued.  This  included  exanination  of  well  waters  for  nitrate  where  the 
question  of  artificial  feeding  of  a new-born  infant  is  raised,  ’./here  the 
nitrate  content  is  too  high  assistance  is  given  in  finding  an  alternative 
supply  to  cover  the  few  months  v;hen  the  infant  is  at  risk. 

Refuse  Didnosal 

This  ^ xluthori uy  has  gradually  expanded  its  collection  of  household  refuse 
antil  it  is  now  in  a position  to  provide  this  Service  weekly  in  every  parish 
in  tne  District.  This,  v/ith  the  increase  in  incombustible  elements  in  the 
refuse  such  as  tins,  bottles  and  other  containers  has  increased  the  bulk  to 
be  handled  and  has  made  more  urgent  the  need  to  have  disposal  sites  earmarked 
veil  in  advance,  Dniortunately,  suitable  pits  for  reclamation  are  becoming 
increasingly  hard  to  come  by,  and  it  is  iJossible  that  a tine  may  come  vdien  the 
search  for  sites  y.'-ill  have  to  be  extended  further  afield  or  it  might  even  happen 
that  some  other  form  of  disposal  may  have  to  be  adopted. 

Sewage  Disposal 

A mains  water  supply  over  a large  rural  area  at  once  raises  the  problem  of 
the  disposal  of  an  increasing  voluiie  of  waste  xTater.  The  Council  has" had  for 
some  years  now  a scheme  to  provide  as  far  as  is  practicable  systems  of  sewage 
and  sewage  disposal  for  the  larger  and  more  densely  populated  parishes.  Up'^to 
the  moment  the  nii'-iber  of  parishes  in  which  local  schemes  are  in  operation  .is 
six,  namely  Aldorton,  Helton,  Orford,  Trimley  bt,  Martin,  Trimley  St.  Mary, 
and  ’./icldiam  Market. 


The  large  scheme  for  Kesgrave  and  neighbouring  parishes  is  still  in  process 
of  construction  and  the  joint  disposal  works  are  already  in  operation.  Although 
section  of  this  scheme  have  been  completed,  it  v/ill  still  require  several  months 
for  the  scheme  as  a whole  to  bo  finished.  From  the  point  of  view  of  health  and 
amenity  this  is  an  'urgent  natter. 

Of  smaller  schemes  in  the  District  a start  rras  made  at  Kirton  during  the 
year  vThilo  the  scheme  for  Grundisbuxgh  was  in  the  planning  stage.
